Mr. Little read the call of the meeting, and fol-
lowed that with the old lease, explaining the pro.
posed modifications in the order in which they oc-
curred,

Edwin F. Gay, Esq., Preaident of the Philadelphin
and Erie, made a ifurther explanstion, prefacing
his remarks with the statement that the Pennsyl-
vania Ratiroad Company, nnder the existing lease,
ouly allowed the Pennsylvania and Erle stockholders
A0 per cent., whereas ander the proposed lease the
Pennsylvania vang the road at cost and pays the Inter-
o8t of the bonds, and then pays the surpius fand over
10 the stockholders,

Edmunid Smith, Vice-Preailent of the Pennsylva-
nin Ratlroad Company, offered the following rosolu
uon:— -

Resoleed, That the stockholders of the company do
aerehby approve of the modified lease and contract
with the Penpsylvania Rallroad Compeny this day
presented for thelr consideration, and Qo ratify and
confirmm the samce;, ahd Instruoct the Board of
Managers to take all negdfal measares to carry the
same Into effect, and that the aame =shall be decmed
and taken to be in full force and effect on and alter
the 18t day of Janunary, 1870,

A short digoussion then ensued between Messrs,
D'Invilliers and Smith, doring which the latter statod
that the road could he hetter managed with the Penn-
8) Ivanin Rallroad ns a stockholder than as lessee,

The Mayor then appointed Measrs, George Griscom
and O, J, Shain s tellers 1o take the vole of the
stackholders,

Prior to these gentlemen entering upon that duty,
Horace F, Clark and Augustas F. Schell, represent-
ing the Cleveland, Fialusvilie and Ashtabula Rail-
road Company, ¢ntered, on belinlf of that company,
a protest against the Pennsylvania Rallroad Com-
pauy recording its vote on this mensure, a4 it was a
party to be benctited by the measare if adopted,

Mr. Smith then proposed to vote the stock of the

Pennsylvania Rallroad Company, when, on motion |

of Mesars, Schell and Olark, the following protest
was directed te be entered : —

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rallway
Company, the owners of the stock standing In tho
name of the Cleveland, Plainsville, and Ashtahala
Rallroad Company, object and protest to the recep-
tion of the vote of the Pennsylvania Rallroad Coms-
?;mly as owners of stock of the Philadelphia and Erle

tallrond Company, on the ground that the proposed
modification of the lease of 1862 9 in thelr favor,
and that they onght not to hs permitted by their
own vote to discharge themselves from their Habili-
ties and obligations contained I the lease of 1862,

The vote was taken, and Mr, Smith, In voting the
BLOCK of the sinking fund of the Pennsylvanla Rail-
road Company, was met with a similar protest from
M-?:!;I;;. Clark and Behell. That vote was also ac-
cepted.

r. Clark, Pregldent of the Cleveland, Plainsville
and Ashtabunla Rallroad Company, offered to vote
8000 shares held by that company, but the Chalr
ruled that by an act of Assambly that compan
could not cast more than 1667 shares. Mr, Clark
insisted upon his right to vote the 5000 shares, but
pnder the ruling of the Chalr cast only 1667 shares,

There were 65,885 votes cast at the value of $100
per share, of which 63,168 were In favor of the modi-
fication, as pablished In  Toe TELRGRAPH
several days since, and 2717 against, Of those In
favor, the Penusylvania Rallroad Company and its
s!nkinﬁ fund cast 50,818 shares and the city of Phi-
ladelphia 22,600,

The tellers submitted this as thelr report and the
mdeting adjourned,

Tue Cexsvs-Takers.—The Deputy Marshals
anolnled for the purpose of taking the census
of Philadelphin are still busily engaged in the
task assigned them, and the probabilities are
that the work of a majority of them will not Le
concluded before the latter part of August. One
or two districts have been finished, but no infor-
mation will be given until all the returns are in.
It is impossible to give any results beyond the
fact that the city shows a very large increase in
people as well ns in manu acluang industry,
and would show much better in the latter re-
sEact if it were possible to get at the trath, since
the masufacturers refuse or omit to give the
real statistics of thelr business, as usual. Their
obstinacy on this point i5 so great that it is
feared it will be necessary to put the law down
on some of them and compel them to tell the
truth. This ought to be done in some conspicn-
ous cases in order (o make an example of them,
a5 appeals of all other kinds have been repeat-
edly tried in vain. No complete returns have
as yet been received from any of the counties in
the Eastern district of Pennsylvania, and, in-
deed, the returns of the city are abead of those
frowm the country.

Soino monthe ago the State Inspoctor seiged a lot
of whisky, the property of David Gitlnan, No. 145
Dock street, on thoe grounds that it had not the State
brand upon it The matter was, through the coun-
sel of Mr. Giltinan, taken into District Court No, 2,
where a verdiot was galned In favor of Mr, Gilul
nan, and the State Inspector made to fally recom-
pense Mr, Giltinan for the lignor seized, pay costs,
ete., The grounds upon which the case was §o de-
cided was that the Inspector did not inspect the
liquor, but rented ont his stencils at so muach a
month, aoccording to the amount of businesa done,
and allowed the merchant to stamp or leave un-
stamped the prekages,

Nothing further was heard of the matter antil
yesterday, when Inspectors Overbesk nod Kooass
selzed $100,000 worth of liquor, not belonging to him
but stored in his warehouse, the grounds being
want of State stamps,  As Mr, Giltinan had allowed
the oMcers of the law every fuollity to stamp the
lignor, and asx he had pledged his word that no
lguor would be allowed to pass out uostaimped
that legally onght to be stamped, he natorally feit
somewhat indignant.

A REAL ROMANCE.

Two Brothers About te be RHeunlted After
Twenly Yearn' Neparntlon-One an Editer,
the Other Red Clond’s Toterpreter.

This is a romantie story, whose plot might
have been lald 1n the days of the crusades,
of knight errantry and of chivalry, when young
men, ingpired by martial ardor and longing to
distinguish themeelves by martial deeds, left
Lome and friends and often were never hewrd of
more. But it is not an ancient story. The plot
is laid in more modern and more matier-of-fact
days. The scene is lald in France, where a
family circle i2 broken up for the first time by
the departure of one of the sons, who was
allured by the dazzling stories that floated over
the ocean, and left his home and friends and
suuny France to seek fortune and fame in this
Western world. This was twenty vears ago.
The name of the adventurouns youth was Charles
Guerolt.

Three years after he left home, a younger
brother, named Theophile, also followed the set-
ting sun, and landed on the shores of Ameriea.
He sought everywhere after his lost brother, but
twenty years of a nomadic life bronght no tidings
of him. After many vicissitudes, Theophils
came to this city, where he now resides, and
lﬁ'bere he edits the French paper published

ere.

In Chicago the second scene 12lald, One morn-
ing afew weeks ago, Theophile, like the rest of
the reading world, saw in this paper an account
of the arrival in Chicago of Red Clond and his
cotnemporary savages, who were on their way
from Washington to their homes in the wilder-
ness. The arrival of the famous warrior was of
no gpecial interest to him, and he would have
passed the paragraph by but that the name of
the interpreter accompenying the party was
that of his brother Charles. The thought struck
him that it might indeed be his hrother,

He went, to the Tremont House and asked to
sce him, but was disappointed in finding that
Charles had gone before the Indians to the West.
He then saw Red Cloud, and that gentlemanly
and discriminating savage was struck with his
resemblance to the Interpreter, and several of
the party expressed surprise at the wonderful
likeness. 1le came away confident that he was
on his brother's trall at last.,

The final scene will be luid somewhere out on
the prairies in an Indlan camp, where the
brothers will probably meet in a few days. To-
day Theophile starts for the West, going to Red
Cloud’s dominions, where Charles is stationed.

The supposition Is that the interpreter made
his way from Mexico to the Indian country, and
then, surrounded by savages, became enamored
of their wild mode of existence, and took up his
abode among them, forgettipg the home and
friends of his youth. Truly, life is varied and
full of vicissitudes.—Chicago T'ribune, July 16,
